presence, Tbe meeting was called to 
order by Dr. Fred. Hotehins; and 
Judge Marshall, Judge Bowker, P. 
N. Marker and C. 0. Powning acted 
as Vice Presidents. Dr. Hatchins 
introduced B. M. Daggelt, our next 
Congressman, as the first speaker of 
the evening, and his appearance upon 
the stage was greeted by applause. 
Have you heard from Ohio? [Ap- 
plause] from Indiana? [Applause] 
from 
Colorado? [Applause] from 


Iowa? [Applause] He was glad to 
see so many present; referred to the 
struggle for the control of tha gov- 
ernment now going on, and warned 
his bearers against iatrusimg it to 
the Democracy with its s{3,000,000,000 
of war claims, a solid South at d 
truckling allies in the North. Mr 
Daggett spoke of tlft fundamental 
principles of the Democratic party; 
showing how repugnant they were to 
the true principles of a lepnblicau 
form of government. He next dis- 
cussed the currency question, claim- 
ing that the Democracy wanted to 
inflate the ourrtnoy, whereas the Be- 
publicans wanted honest money, and 
he himself favored Nevada's produc- 
tion for subsidiary coinage.
